Peach : “Referring it to a committee 
would not take it out of council.” 
Solicitor McGarry : “The proposal to 
refer to a committee is irregular and out 
of order. Two sections of the law pro­ 
vide how action shall be taken. You 
cannot refer to a committee when a sus­ 
pension has been made. Council must 
act as a body.” 
Attorney Cook claimed that the sec­ 
tions quoted by McGarry referred to 
elective officers, not appointive, and 
anyway the trial was under the city 
ordinance. All that council had to do 
was to refer the case to the police com­ 
mittee.' The state law provides that the 
charges be sent to council for their 
action. By the ordinance passed by 
council, council bad provided what 
action they should take—reference to a 
committee. 
McGarry said he had not construed 
the law contrary to Cook’s statement, 
but the supreme court of Ohio had and 
had ruled that in a case of this kind 
council had to either affirm or disaffirm 
the mayor’s action in suspending the 
officers. In McMillan’s case there was 
no suspension and reference to a com­ 
mittee was correct. Personally he was 
trying to be impartial in this matter. 
He was not counsel for the mayor, bot 
as city solicitor it was his doty to prose­ 
cute in such cases. Nevertheless he 
was not advising against Whan and 
Grim any more than against the mayor. 
He was simply stating the law. 
Marshall: 
“ We are trying them 
under the ordinance, not the state law.” 
McGarry: “There is no suspension 
under the ordinance.” 
Marshall: ‘ ‘The state law covers sus­ 
pension. We are trying this under the 
city ordinance. We cannot try an of­ 
fence under the state law.

The new newspaper, The Prison For­ 
um, made its 
appearance 
the other 
day 
It is of 16 pages, three columns 
wide ami is published at the Kings 
County penitentiary, in Brooklyn city, 
where there is a complete printing 
office. 
Its circulation is to be con­ 
fined to the penal institutions of New 
York city, and few copies w ill reach 
the outside world. 
The idea originated 
w ith Commissioner Lantry. who caused 
to be distributed among the prisons a 
circular asking for contributions. In re­ 
sponse a flood of manuscript was re­ 
ceived. 
Commissioner Lantry appoint­ 
e d as editor a young man who was 
brought up in a home for wayward 
children, and, after serving in the E l­ 
mira reformatory, is now doing a term 
on Blackw ell’s island for grand lar­ 
ceny. The art department is conducted 
by a brother of a member of the N a­ 
tional Academy of Design, in jail un­ 
der an assumed name. The publisher is 
a prisoner who once conducted a suc­ 
cessful musical m agazine in New York 
The idea of The Prison Forum, as ex ­ 
plained on the editorial page, says the 
N ew York Sun, is “ to give every man 
in the institution a chance to contrib­ 
ute something which w ill benefit him ­ 
self and his fellows. ” All contributions 
m ust be of a cheerful tone, and the 
word “ convict” is never used. 
In the 
first number the first three pages are 
taken up by a review of the vagrancy 
law and a description of the im prove­ 
ments at present being made in the d if­ 
ferent institutions. These contributions 
are signed by “ The Censor," who is 
Deputy Commissioner N. O. Fanning. 
The other 18 pages are all the work of 
prisoners. 
The salutatory says 
“ In our paper will be found a concise 
report of the workings of the various 
departments of the institutions, with 
articles contributed 
by the inmates, 
clippings from exchanges, a little poet­ 
ry, some funny sayings, all c o ntribut­ 
ing to the make up of w ha t we think is 
a spicy, intelligent paper, free from 
the ta in t of anything that tends to de­ 
base morally, and full of good things, 
digestible, as only good things are. And 
now, kind reader, that you have our 
paper in your hands, pursue its columns 
carefully, 
forgetting 
w hat 
we o u r­ 
selves have said about our efforts, and, 
untrammelled by prejudice of any kind, 
im partial and just, you, the jury, atter 
calin deliberation, what is your verdict ? 
W h a t do you think of The Prison F o ­ 
rum ?” 
One of the editorial articles is on 
“ A Prison Parole L a w " and another 
on the subject “ Never Too Late to 
M e n d .” 
The title is an artistic bit < f 
pen and ink work by an inm ate of the 
Blackwell’s island 
penitentiary. 
The 
other illustrations are “ comics, ” prison 
life and the H a r t ’n island goat being 
the subjects 
The. letters in the .lune 
n u m b e r are written in answer to tim 
question, “ If I were a citizen ?" 
One 
page is devoted to these com m unica­ 
tions, all signed by the initials of the 
writers 
One prisoner says that upon 
his release he intends to go to tho P h il­ 
ippines and enlist ; another, th a t as he 
always has got iii trouble in New York 
he is going as far away from it as pos­ 
sible and thinks the Klondike will do; 
another intends to become a newspaper 
man. and still another is going to be a 
jockey. 
A bout one-half of the paper is devot­ 
ed to “ News of the Prisons, “ and u n ­ 
der this head is printed a description of 
the work done by the inmates in the 
last quarter. 
Items concerning H a r t ’s 
island and the prison fleet of steamboats 
were collected by the prisoners em ­ 
ployed on the steamboats under the di­ 
rection of the captain of the flagship 
Minnahauouck.

tiago engagem ent, it developed the oth­ 
er day at W ashington that Secretary 
Long has had an official inqniry made 
into the matter. This inquiry was con­ 
ducted by Captain F. E. Chadwick, 
commanding the flagship New York, at 
Boston. 
Mr. Hodgson reported to Cap­ 
tain Chadwick a few days ago, and the 
result of the consultation is thus stated 
ib the official report subm itted by Cap­ 
tain ( hadwick and addressed to Seere 
ta iv Long: 
“ lo obedience to your order of the 
12th inst., I have to report the follow 
lug as the statem ent by Lieutenant 
t \ almander Hodgson of the conversa­ 
nt n between Rear Admiral Schley aud 
himself during the action of July 3, 
I hits. 
He states as follows: 
“As we were approaching the Span­ 
ish ships I heard Admiral Schley say 
p.Tt 
or ‘starboard’ several times to 
Captain Cook in the conning tower, the 
admiral being on the platform surround­ 
ing the conning tower. 
I had been on 
the bridge above and was just coming 
down to report the positions of the 
ships when I heard the admiral say. 
‘Hard a-portI’ 
“The Maria Teresa was then hauling 
shaft our port beam. The Brooklyn was 
beading about northeast. 
H old the ad­ 
miral. or at least suggested to him, 
that the Texas was very close on our 
starboard band and that turning to 
starboard would bring ne too close to 
her. 
“ I don’t know that I used the word 
‘collision.’ 
I did not say, ‘You mean 
starboard. 
I intended him to under 
stand there was danger of running into 
the Texas. 
He said, ‘All right,’ or 
words to that effect 
I cannot repeat 
verbatim. 
“ When I knew he was going to turn 
to starboard, I suggested backing the 
starboard engine in order to make a 
smaller circle and give the Texas a 
wider berth, but he decided against 
that as decreasing the speed of the 
turn. 
He did not say that I know of, 
‘We are near enough 
to them (the 
Spaniards) already.’ 
The only thing I 
gathered from what he said was that if 
we turned to port we should get so close 
that we would expose ourselves to tor­ 
pedo attack 
I supposed he meant tor­ 
pedo boats and replied to him that I 
had not seen them. 
"Lieutenant 
Commander 
Hodgson 
states that he did not intend to convey 
in his note of denial, sent at the re­ 
quest of Admiral Schley and published 
in the W ashington Post, the idea that 
no such colloquy took place. 
He states 
regarding this as follows: 
“ ‘Admiral Schley wrote me inclos­ 
ing an editorial from a N ew York paper 
of June 16 asking me to write a denial 
of what he phrased “ an eft repeated 
calumny.’’ 
He said he had no recoiler 
tion of any such conversation. 
I wrote 
a lengthy letter of explanation, giving 
my recollection of the conversation as 
nearly as possible. 
“ ‘Admiral Schley wrote me, saying 
“There is much in your letter which I 
should not like to use, as it would pro 
▼eke assault upon you, which I would 
nut like to happen. 
W hat I want ti 
show is that the dialogue did not oc 
cur. ’’ 
“ ‘I then wrote a denial of the col 
kquy, certainly not intending to say 
that no such colloquy occurred, but 
that it did not occur as printed. 
I at 
the same tim e sent w ith this a second 
explanatory letter, explaining to Ad­ 
miral Schley that the letter of denial 
tK’as a denial of the d ia lo g u e d it ap­ 
peared in print, and that I had told the 
correspondent of the paper that the sub­ 
stance of tile conversation was correct. 
“ ‘In w riting the letter I wished to 
refute the fact of any controversy ex­ 
itin g at a critical stage of the battle. 
It (the letter) was a denial of the words 
ft1- they stood in the published article— 
a denial of their literal correctness and 
cot a denial of the substantial correct­ 
ness of the statem ent. ’ 
“A copy of the letter has not been 
retained by him. He had a rough draft, 
* faich has been mislaid. 
’ Lieutenant (Commander 
Eudgson 
appends his signature as a voucher for 
{toe accuracy with which the foregoing 
given. ’’ 
Rear Adm iral Schley was out of 
Washington and could not be seen, but 
friends, according to the New York 
Herald, are indignant at what they re- 
f?ard as the persecution of the depart­ 
ment. 
Officials of the department say

Mrs. Mary Stotsenberg, the widow of 
Uoloml James Miller Stotsenberg, who 
fell while leading a charge upon the 
rebels in the Philippines, is in W ash­ 
ington on her way to her home in New* 
Albany, Iud. 
Mrs. Stotsenberg, army 
born and 
bred. has proved by her receut experi­ 
ences in the Philippines the sort of 
metal a soldier’s wife is made of. 
She 
recently received a New York World re­ 
porter aud talked, though somewhat 
reluctantly, of the life she led in the 
eastern tropics. 
“ I did no more than a soldier’s w ife 
should do, ’’ said Mrs. Stotsenberg mod­ 
estly, “ and now that it is all over— for' 
everything seemed to be over when the 
colonel f*-ll—it is a satisfaction to feel 
that I left n< thing undone that might 
have bellied him. 
“ When the ti ne came to execute the 
orders for Manila. I was ready to start 
with the colonel, not as an army offi­ 
cer s wife, for that is contrary to regu­ 
lation, lint as an army nurse. 
Nurses 
are welcomed there, for few of our 
women can brave the heat. 
And they 
are needed too. It is well for the moth 
ers and wives and sweethearts of those 
brave boys that they are far removed 
from the battlefield. 
I was born at an 
army post, and to me the soldier’s life 


boo thickets, when lie was tired on by a 
hidden foe. 
Divining that the shots 
came from a clump of bushes a hundred 
yards 
away. 
Edwards 
charged 
the 
clump. He was all alone in tile charge, 
but he did not mind that 
At his first 
rush four natives broke cover and made 
a dash to get away. They had a full IOO 
yards start aud had only 150 yards to 
go across open country before reaching 
a dense swamp.

Then all the natives were down. 
Au examination of their bodies showed 
that the first was hit at the nape of the 
neck; his spine splintered, and b efell 
dead. The second was hit full between 
the shoulders; his spine cut in twain, 
and he was dead. 
The third was shot 
plump through the small of the back, 
the spine again being battered to flin­ 
ders. 
The fourth man alone escaped instant 
death, and at him Edwards tired twice. 


Yet with all my life’s training and 
powder and shot environment I shall 
never forget the thrill that encompassed 
me on the day of the colonel’s first 
charge upon the Filipinos. 
“ I was stopping in 
Manila. 
The 
colonel’s regiment, the First Nebraska 
volunteers, was at the front, *k few 
miles away 
Every day I drove out to 
the camp in a calache, or wagonette. 
My understanding with the colonel was 
that in case of danger I was to seek ref­ 
uge in the house of an Englishman, half 
way between Manila and the American 
lines. 
Over this house the British flag 
floated and the rebels respected it. 
“ On Feb. 4 our lines and the enem y’s 
were very close together. 
An hour be­ 
fore I arrived at the camp that day 
Colonel Stotsenberg, by the command­ 
ing general’s orders, had sent word to 
the rebels to retreat several hundred 
yards. 
The Filipinos accordingly re­ 
tired. 
Later in the day the colonel left 
to visit the outposts. 
I was chatting 
with a group of officers in his tent 
when suddenly we heard a shot from 
the direction of the front of the Ameri­ 
can lines. In an instant we were on our 
The first ball passed through one of his ; feet. The sound went through me as if 
hips and crushed the joint, and ere he 1 the shot itself had pierced me. 
could fall another tore through his 
jaw about on a line with his wisdom 
teeth, if he had any, aud from the two 
wounds he died in ten minutes. 
Ed­ 
wards still had a shell in his gun, but 
there were no more Filipinos in sight. 
And this is the kind of shooting real 
men are asked to face. 
Meanwhile the 
world draws its own conclusions.

Council had been in session almost 
t wo hoers, and it was nearly IO o’clock 
when Attorney W. S. Cook on behalf of 
Whan and Grim, asked that “some 
action be taken tonight. 
As far as de­ 
fendants are concerned they want to be 
tried as soon as possible. 
If there is no 
case against them they are being seri­ 
ously hurt in the matter of salary and in 
reputation.” 
Some time later Doctor Marshall ob­ 
served that some action should be taken. 
“It seems that the mayor and council 
cannot get together. 
In order to bring 
this matter back to where it started 
from I move that the motion as adopted 
to receive and file the charges be re­ 
pealed and the charges be referred to 
the police committee with instruction 
to act.” 
Seckerson seconded. 
Smith said action had been brought 
before the council as a whole and he did 
not believe that it could be taken out of 
the hands of that body. 
He was no 
lawyer, bot his opinion was that action 
would have to be taken by the council as 
a body. 
Peach : “ Referring it to a committee 
would not take it out of council.” 
Solicitor McGarry : “ The proposal to 
refer to a committee is irregular and out 
of order. Two sections of the law pro­ 
vide how action shall be taken. 
You 
cannot refer to a committee when a sus­ 
pension has been made. Council must 
act as a body.” 
Attorney Cook claimed that the sec­ 
tions quoted by McGarry referred to 
elective officers, not appointive, and 
anyway the trial was under the city 
ordinance. All that council had to do 
was to refer the case to the police com­ 
mittee.’ The state law provides that the 
charges be sent to council for their 
action. 
By the ordinance passed by 
council, council had provided what 
action they should take—reference to a 
committee. 
McGarrv said he had not construed 
the law contrary to Cook’s statement, 
but the supreme court of Ohio had and 
had ruled that in a case of this kind 
council had to either affirm or disaffirm 
the mayor’s action in suspending the 
officers. 
In McMillan’s case there was 
no suspension and reference to a com­ 
mittee was correct. 
I ersonally he was 
trying to be impartial in this matter.

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Besides communicating with Lien- 
M.aut Commanders A. C. Hodgson and 
I C. Heilner regarding the alleged con 
vernation between Rear Admiral Schley 
fccd the former officer in relation to the 
turn made by the Brooklyn in the San 
lingo engagement, it developed the oth 
i t day at W ashington that Secretary 
Long has had an official inquiry made 
into the matter. This inquiry was con 
dotted by Captain F. E. Chadwick, 
jommanding the flagship New York, at 
Boston. 
Mr. Hodgson reported to Cap­ 
tain Chadwick a few days ago, and tile 
rtfult of the consultation is thus stated 
in the official report submitted by Cap­ 


ta i n Chadwick and addressed to Secre 
tsry Long: 
“ Id obetkence to your order of the 
12th inst., I have to report the follow 
jug as the statem ent by Lieutenant 
Commander Hodgson of the conversa­ 
nt n between Rear Admiral Schley and 
himself during the action of July 8, 
J hits. 
He states as follows . 
“ As we were approaching the Span­ 
ish ship® I heard Admiral Schley say 
•port’ or ‘starboard’ several times to 
Captain Cook in the conning tower, the 
admiral being on tile platform surround­ 
ing the conning tower. 
I had been on 
the bridge above and was just coming 
down to report the positions of the 
ships when I heard the admiral say. 
•Hard a port!’ 
“ The Maria Teresa was then hauling 
abaft our port beam. The Brooklyn was 
beading atxrat northeast. I told the ad­ 
miral, or at least suggested to him. 
that the Texas was very close on our 
starboard band and that turning to 
starboard would bring ne too close to 
her. 
“ I don’t know that I used the word 
‘collision.’ 
I did not say, ‘You mean 
starboard.' 
I intended him to under 
stand there was danger of running into 
the Texas. 
He said, ‘All right,’ or 
words to th at effect.

“ When I knew he was going to turn 
to starboard, I suggested backing the 
starboard engine in order to make a 
smaller circle and give the Texas a 
wider berth, but he decided against 
that as decreasing the speed of the 
turn.
